North llenil and when about sixty yards 
off shoit- Wiirkhuui set sail in a small 
skiff. The boom, when struck by a gust 
of wind nibed t°. striking Wickland, 
who \\iis, fctaii'linii up, knocking him 
over the yunwale oi the craft and upset- 
tiuu it, throwing its 
into the water. 


seven occupants 


l)e Lm>iiey sr-i/ed his youngest l»oy, 


about o years old, and started for shore. 
He went down with bis son. Wickland 
started for shore, but when a few feet 
from the boat bo. sank and was iifiver 
seen again. Mrs. T)e Loimey and two 
children and Miss Benson cluug to Uiu 
foundered craft fully an hour. Miss 
Benson got the. mast out of the boat and 
laid the sail fiat across to prevent its 
turning in the water, and in tins way 
she paddled the boat to the shore. 


During the interval they were in the 


water Mrs. l)e Ixumey lost her bold on 
the boat and was sinking, when Miss 
Benson grabbed her and hauled her 
into the boat again. She bad also kept 
Mrs. De Lonney's little daughter on the 
sunken craft fully hull an hour, when 
she fell oft and was drowned.

"We are not pushing onr products ns

in a moru effectual manner. I brought 
orders for several carloads of dried fruits 
and raisins from dealers in interior 
cities, and am confident that a large por- 
tion of our crop could lie disposed of in 
this manner by the exercise nf energy 
and good business methods;. The same 
state of nf fairs is noticeable as regards 
California wines, which, like the other 
products mentioned, are shipped to Chi- 
cago and Xew York. I actually had 
calls for California wines in Omaha, 
Sioux City and other towns in Nebraska 
aud other states"

Mussulman and Hindoo superstitions 
hiivo each associated thft sounds with 
their religions traditions. Others have 
thought thcsomids were produced by the 
breaking of the sea ou an island in iho 
bay of Rengal. But whore?. That some 
atmospheric or meteorological canso ia 
tho explanation is all that can bo said 
after hearing all arguments. 


A much humbler yet ancient instance 


of great local interest used to exist, we 
believe, nt Baddeley, in the Now forest, 
in the shape of a groaning: tree. "Whether 
it still lives and groans we are uncc-r- 
taiu, but it is said to hnvo uttered mys- 
terious and lugubrious sounds at certain 
times, probably dependent on wind or 
weather, lint full of oineu and import to 
past generations. Indeed in tho various 
mysteries which, despite fin do siecle 
acnteuess, still surround us, eerie noises 
have always played a most conspicuous 
part, whether out of doors or within 
ancient houses. Instances of thi hitter, 
indeed, abound. Some of thu most thrill- 
ing of inexplicable) ghost stories turn 
not ou anything which has appalled tho 
tyes, but has '-distilled horror" through 
the ears. It is, wo believe, in East A:i- 
glia that the shrieks heard from time to 
time round certain pits havo long bew. 
a tradition in which a femnlo phantom 
has part. 


Tho "drummer of Tedworth's" phan- 


tom sounds aro so well tuowu from 
Aubrey and moro modern describers aa 
only to need allusion, but wo may hero 
say that, according to ft communication 
in a popular periodical uome few year* 
back, Eimilar sounds had recently, com 
paratively speaking, been heard in the 
locality, and by people of most practical 
disposition. These may bo called phan 
torn sounds. Eetnrnins again to thosn 
which hover on tho border lino between 
the nntural and inexplicablo, there is 111-.- 
wild, strain as of weird music which has 
been heard aboard ships when getting 
within tho circle of a Mozambique cy- 
clone. 


Oue of tho same kiud, formerly mys- 


terious aud thrilling enough, has been 
resolved into a natural one. Early trav- 
elers through the primeval forests of 
Brazil—still among tho few unexplored 
filaces of the globe -were astonished and 
awed to he;ir the distant resonant sound 
of a- bell pealing from tho depths of tbe 
woods, which certainly had no building 
and for ages had known no'buman foot- 
step. Many a legend was woven round 
the strange sound. Ultimately it was 
discovered to bo tho note of the bell bird. 


Thero are, however, few mysterious 


sounds which have been aa satisfactorily 
erplained as this. For instance, there is 
the legend of the sounds heard at times

the north and the city limits on the 
southeast there have been more new 
residence buildings erected within the 
past two or three years than perhaps in 
any similar area of the city. Yet thi? 
portion is traversed by only one com' 
parativel-.' short sewer main, namely 
the Kern"street main. 1 BIIV short main 
for it only reaches east to Q street, leav_ 
ing a number of good residences east o 
it with no way of connecting with it. 


'•js'ow the laterals on the Kern stree 


line reach on the south only to tin 
block between Inyo aud Mono streets 
leaving all south of that to the tende 
mercies oi the filthy cesspool system 
and it appears that this cesspool systen 
even is impracticable in portions of this 
part of town, for no matter how often 
they are pumped out they immediatel, 
refill again, owing, I presume, to a con 
dition of sul>-irngatiou, or soil satura 
tinn in that locality. 
"This condition of the cesspools, o 


course, confines the sewer ga=ea an 
causes their re-gurgitation 
into tli 


'dwellings through the various hous 
connections. Nor is this tho only objet. 
tiomible feature of these cesspools tha

constantly overflowing, for 
thi 


irflow saturates tfce soil, thus prepar 
it for the propagation of innumeni 


"ble disease germs, and rendering the to 
oility ft dangerous one to health fo 
months or even years after thu filling - 
tin- cesspools. 
"Furthermore, the sewer gas that res 


nrgitatcs from these pools into dwel 
ings is certain, if continued, to bring it 
harvest of disease nnd perhaps death—1 
in fact, this seems to have been already 
realized to a degree in some instances 
I might mention that have occurred in 
this uiiPinvcred part of our town. 


"In view of the foregoing I earnestly 


recommend that your honorable body 
adopt sume measures that will give this 
part of the city the relief it so much 
niu-ds, f.nd to which it seems to me it is 
jusLlv entitled. And in order that you 
may" know something of the probable 
cost of this improvement! have asked 
the. city engineer, Mr. Shepard, to_ make 
an estimate of the coat of the additional 
mains aud connections necessary for the 
next five or ten years, or longer, in that 
part of town He has kindly handed me 
the attached cs imate, which aggregates 
less than $14,000. 


This extension of the sewer system 


provides for the, extension of the Kern 
street main east to tho city limits, the 
laying of a main on Mono street east as 
far as Q street, and a main also on Santa 
Clara street the same distance east; also 
for the connection of these lines with 
tho Merced street or main outfall sewer. 


"In conclusion, I would suggest thnt 


a bonded indebtedness of say $25,000 for 
the construction of additional sewers 
and the maintenance of the general 
sewer svstem for the ensuing year be 
fiiibmiUed to r. vote of our citizens. 
This would «ive $lo,OCO for the new 
scwor work and $10,000 for the mainte- 
nance of the sewers in general, whic.i 
would mean the taking care of the sew- 
age and the water for flushing, as well 
a* inridftntal?.

The four 
ballots were taken m about twenty-five 
minutes after the jury retired^ and there 
was no change alter that during the 
thirty hours.

who urged him to convict, giving as rea- 
sons therefore, among others, "that the 
faces of the people showed that they ex- 
pected a conviction and that he would 
not dare face the crowd if ho (lid not 
agree to a verdict, of conviction"; ulso, 
"that the judge showed by his vnlings 
that he desired u conviction and would 
be disappointed if a verdict r.f guilty was 
not rendered," and, ''that afliant would 
win great popular applause if he voted 
guilty, while if he hung the jury ho. 
would never get over the odium during 
his life."

When the, shut thai endwl Williams' 
life was lired witness WHS in .1 room 
near by with a woman iiamptl Pcne. He 
heard a ecreiun in ihe halhvny and Mrs. 
Williflms Efliil "My God! Pew has shot 
himself." 


He ea\v a woman whom IIP believes to 


havo been Mrs. Williams, struggling in 
tho hallway with u num. Sli'e seemed 
hysterical, nnd was taken into un ad- 
jo'ining room, the landlady appearing in 
Llie hall about that lime. 


Dr. E. N. ltiisSL-11, who attended the 


wounded man, testified that ho arrived 
tit Williams' bedside about twenty min- 
uies niter the shooting. Williams was 
lying on the right eidii oi the bed, on his 
back. The bullet cnieml the forehead 
n little iibove. the right eye, lodging 
HtniinsL the skull on Llie other side ox- 
iictly opposite ihe jioinL of cnLranco. 
There were no powder burns near the 
wound, and only a few ou the neck. A 
elean revolver and pure powder might 
mnkesucli a \vound if not held further 
awny than a person might hold iL who 
wanted to shoot himself. 


B. ]1. Scott, the next witness, heard 


the shot, llu went up slnira and saw 
Mrs. Williams struggling with Lwo men, 
one of whom" was Lester Smith. He 
went into the room where Williams was 
lying and saw u revolver lying nonr the 
bed. He asked the wounded man if he 
wna suffering much and Williams made 
indistinct rinswer. Ho next naked Wil- 
liams if lie hud shot himself, and re- 
ceived another indistinct answer. 


Coroner L. 0. Stephens related a con- 


versation between himself and 
"Mrs. 


Williaius coucerning the arrangements 
for her husband's funeral. Ho asked 
her il she wnnlcd Williams buried in 
the rotter's lielil, and she answered yes 
She said she would not attend the fun- 
eral nnd had no money to pay for bin 
burial. flurnham came to the coroner's 
office later and asked that Williams 1« 
given a decent burial. The wound was 
n clean one, there being no powder 
hum a anywhere hut on the neck. 


A. G. Larsen said .Airs. Williams had 


told him her husband was a very jealous 
man and that she would not give him 
any rouse for jraloiisy. 


J. G. Wofford, special oflicer, heard 


the shot while uear Ralston'a saloon. 
Aa he wns going up the steps at Larsen's 
lodging house he met Buruham, who 
told him some one was shot. Proceed- 
ing on his way, \Vofford saw yorne per- 
sona holding Sirs. Williams. Jlumhum 
returned about that time and witness 
and Durnbam went into Williams' room 
together. The light was turued very 
low. 


Williams was lying on the bed oni 


and Ihe revolver "on the floor. Wofford 
asked Bur ul mm to go for ;i doctor, bul 
he, would not, suying ho did not knou 
whereto find one. 
WofTord kept tin 


pistol and the next day Biirnham a?ke( 
him Ior it. Burnham made the same 
request upon subsequent occasions. 
Oi 


one occasion Burnham asked WofTorc 
whether he had heard Williams say he 
had ebot himself. 
The pillow on the 


back part of tlie bed did not have tlu 
appearance of having been lain upon. 


The court hereupon adjourned unti 


this afternoon at 2 o'clock, when test! 
niony of more importance will be inlro 
cluoed by the prosecution.

Stocks have been in fair supply with 
quality equally as good and demands 
better with prices firm. Raisins are 
commanding all of ourattention at pres- 
ent ; shipments are increasing daily, and 
orders thus far have been very satisfac- 
tory.
